The men 
figured that it would take all their 
earnings in gold to pay their living 
expenses at Fort Yukon) during the 
winter, and that in the spring they 
would noteven have enough left to pay 
passage money back to Dawson, to say 
nothing of purchasing enough food to 
subsist on until they could get started 
again. To these poor fellows the offer 
of the mounted police was no better 
than the prospect at Dawson of being 
compelled to live on half rations until 
the supply boats could reach the dig- 
gings in the spring. John W. Brauer, 
the United States mail carrier, who 
left Dawson on Sept. 27, said:—‘Thera 
is only one salvation for the miners 
who are now at Dawson City, that is 
for them to undertake the awful win- 
ter trip from Dawson to Fort Yukon, 
a distance of 400 miles, There is no 
food at Fort Yukon, there is none at 
Dawson, and just as sure as the stars 
shine terrible suffering will be the 
fate of the Dawson miner unless he 
leaves there before spring. I will make 
the statement that when I left Daw- 
son the men who were there had on 
an average four months’ supply. Some 
did not have a month’s supply and 
some had four or five. The restau- 
rant closed the night I left.

Following is a summary of the No- 
vember crop report about to be issued 
by the Ontario Department of Agri 
culture 

The yield of fall wheat has been large, 
and much of it is of first-class quality, 
but a portion of the crop is not up to 
the standard in either weight or qual- 
ity, as some of the grain “sprouted” 
during the wet weather, A 
large area of new/ fall wheat has been 
sown, but owing to the 
of the soil much of the seeding 
done later than usual. Spring, wheat 
was rather poor in the west, but good 


harvest 


dry condition 
was 


in the remainder of the, Province, al- 
though much shrunken grain is re- 
ported in some quarters. Rye and 


buckwheat are evidently being restor- 
ed to favor, and both were splendid 
crops this year. Peas have been a 
great disappointment. A fewi hadj good 
returns, but the yields generally, were 
light, and there are many, small peas. 
The “bug’ was unusually destructive. 
It was one of the worst years for our 
fancy pea-growers. Reports regarding 
clover seed are on tha whole unfavor- 
able, although some report doing well. 
The midge was very active. Young clo- 
ver, however, looks promising. Corn 
was a splendid yield, but some got nip- 
ped by frost. : ; 

Potatoes were struck by a blight or 
rot in September, nearly all the older 
sections of the Province suffering more 
or less. In some places about 50 per 
cent. of the crop was lost. Since being 
taken up, however, the 

ROT HAS BEEN STAYED, 
and farmers are hopeful that there will 
not be a return of the attack. The 
beetle was freely at work, and many 
small potatoes will be the result. Tur- 
nips are fair in yield, but are not so 
good inquality, Mangel wurzels have 
done well, both in yield and quality. 
The yield of carrots has been good, but 
this crop does not seem to be increasing 
in fayor. All the root crops were well 
housed. ‘ 

Much of the fall ploughing was de- 
layed on account of the drouth rend- 
ering the soil dry and hard, and also 
to more time than usual being required 
to thresh and handle the various crops. 
Good rains at the beginning of Novem- 
ber sfarted thousands of ploughs go- 
ing all over the country. 

Except in the extreme east and west 
pastures haye been from fair to 
good most of the season. Live stock 
are in fine condition, less disease than 
usual being reported. The movement 
of cattle and hogs to market has heen 
steadier than in former years, espe- 
cially in the case of the latter, which 
are fattened all the year around. The 
season has been a prespsrous one for 
the dairy. Cheese factories have been 
well patronized and the butter trade 
has shown an improvement. Several 
correspondents allude to the good ef- 
fects of the visits of the travelling 
dairy. aft 

Wruit trees are in good condition. 
‘There is not the usual surplus of pears, 
and apples are scabby and scarce in 
most parts of the Province. Grapes 
were abundant, but late clusters were 
caught by the frost.

Worth tastings Review. 
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Shocking’ End of a Farmer. 


_ Pirst Killed his Favorite Horse, then Cut 
His own Throat. 


1897. 


Peterboro, Ont., Nov, 29.—Sun- 
day afternoon word was brought to 
Lakefield that a farmer named 
Henry Davey, residing alone in 
Douro, about three miles from the 
village, had been found dead in his 
house, lying in a pool of blood, and 
that one of his horses was also dead 
in the stable, with its throat cut, 
and requesting Coroner Bell to go 
down. Dr. Bell, together with Dr. 
J. R. Fraser, drove down to the 
scene of the tragedy, and found a 
large crowd had collected, but the 
house was closed and nothing had 
been disturbed. A short investiga- 
tion soon told the story. The un- 
fortunate man had returned from 
Peterboro on Friday. Unhitching 
his team and placing them in the 
stable, he had gone up to the house, 
taking with him some bread and 
parcels he had brought from town. 
Removing his two coats, he then 
evidently mixed a large cup of 
paris green, which was found on the 
bureau. 

FIRST KILLED THE HORSE. 


Changing his mind, he secured 
his razor, and, first strapping it, re- 
turned tu the stable and severed the 
large vessels in the neck of one of 
the horses, which had been a favor- 
ite of his and which he had been 
heard to say no one else would ever 
own. Coming back to the house, he 
left traces of blood, which must 
have covered his hand from the 
horse, on the door handle,ete. Then 
sitting down on a chair in his bed- 
room he inflicted two cuts on the 
lett side of his neck and one on the 
right side, the latter severing the 
larger vessels. He had caught the 
blood in a vessel until getting weak 
he had slid off the chair in a heap, 
the vessel full of blood upsetting 
tinderneath him.

I have noticed for a number of years 
that spot disease of the cherry is very 
much more frequent. in nurseries and 
old orchards and places where the dis- 
ease has been known for years. This 
certainly is an indication that it can 
be prevented hy removing the diseas- 
ed leaves. This disease is so bad that 
the common variety of the cherry can- 
not be grown. from pits. Thus a lot 
of seedlings of Shadow Amarelle lost 
nearly all of their leaves in July. The 
disease should not only be treated with 
fungicides but the old leaves should 
be removed and burned.

PEAR BLIGHT, 


The following is o treatment for 
pear blight: First, aim to put the tree 
in a condition to render it the least 
liable to attack. This means to s0 
manure and cultivate that the tree 
will not grow rapidly. Thus the more 
a tree is fed the worse it will fare 
when attacked by the blight. ‘Trees 
that are highly fertilized with nitro- 
genous manures are especially liable 
to blight. In short, overstimulation 
/with manures is to be avoided. Good 
tillage in the same way, while it makes 
a tree bear, also tends to increase the 
susceptibility to ‘blight.

‘The 
orchardist must stimulate by manures 
and cultivate sufficiently to give a 
good crop and shun that which will 
do more.

‘The second method is the extermin- 
ation of the blight germs,*which seems 
to be the only direct remedy. This is 
done by cutting out and burning all 
blighted portions of the tres. Every 
tree of the pome family, including the 
apple, pear, quince, crab, mountain ash, 
service berry, and haythorn, should be 
treated in the same manner. Particu- 
lar attention should he paid to the ac- 
tive blight of lateautumn, cutting it 
out and burning the branches before 
spring arrives. It is important tocut 
out the blight whenever seen, but all 
should be removed before the next 
growing season begins. 

To put the treatment in small com- 
pass, all blight should be removed as 
soon as seen while the trees are grow- 
ing. A thorough inspection needs to

into growth by warm weather during 
winter or early spring. It is. seldom 
that the temperature drops sufficient- 
ly low to injure dormant peach buds, 
Peach fruit buds may safely endure 
a temperature of 10 or $20 degrees be- 
low zero, provided they mature well in 
autumn, are entirely dormant. and 
the cold weather comes on gradually. 
Zero weather may kill fruit buds that 
have swollen during previous warm 
days, or that were not properly ripen- 
ed in autumn. The early swelling 
and growth of the buds is due to the 
warmth they receive from the sun on 
bright days is practically independent 
of root action, and may take place on 
warm, sunny days in winter, while 
the roots are f sn and dormant. 
“Layering” or bending down the 
trees in autumn and covering them 
with earth, has proven — beneficial,

IN THE HANDS OF A MOB. 


The Czech Descent on the German Quarter 
—Shops Pillaged and Goods Dextroyed— 
The Clty Under Miltary Occupation. 

A despatch from Prague, says:— 
There was a renewal of the rioting, 
here on Wednesday evening. The win- 
dows of the German theatre, schools, 
restaurants, residences and newspa- 
per offices were broken. The troops 
eventually cleared the streets. Many 
people were injured and a number of 
arrests were made. 

The University buildings are threat- 
ened by the rioters, and haye to be 
protected by large bodies of police. 
Troops have been drafted to Juden- 
stadt, owing to the mob threatening 
to run riot there. 

It has been dangerous for Germans 
to venture in the street, as any use of 
the German language meant certain 
assault. A meeting of the German So- 
ciety in honor of the 80th birthday 
of Prof. Theadore Mommsen was pro- 
hibited by the authorities, who fear- 
ed it might provoke a collision with 
the Czechs. Wednesday’s riots would 
have been less serious but that the 
troops available early in the day were 


insufficient to cope with the riotings 
over so extended an area. 

During the afternoon the riots in- 
creased. The synagogue windows 
were smashed and the windows of the 
houses of Jews displaying German 
trade signs in several streets of the 


Jewish quarters. Since 6 o'clock in 


the evening the streets have been held 
by twelve battalions of infantry and 
a squadron of Hussars. All traffic 
is suspended and the shops and 
business houses are closed. In 


spite of the military a large 
Czech mob made a descent during the 
evening upon the German quarter and 
plundered houses and shops in several 
streets. The furniture of a well-known 


‘German cafe was piled up in; the street 
and set on fire. Whena detachment of 
troops approached to disperse the 
rioters, the soldiers were greeted 
with ;

broken glass and other missiles. The 
officer in command ordered his troops 
to prepare to fire, but: at the urgent 
request of a police official the order 
was not carried into effect. Shortly 
after nine o'clock a mols attacked a 
cartridge factory at Zizhkow, a_sub- 
urb of Prague. The troops stationed 
at the factory poured a volley into the 
crowd. It is known that(at least two 
persons were killed outright, and it 
is feared that others were killed or 
wounded. The same body of rioters 
set fire to a house at Zizhkow, but the 
flames were soon quenched. In various 
other parts of the city and the suburbs 
windows were smashed and German 
signboards demolished. It is said that 
the mob was incited by articles in the 
Czech newspapers and by a false report 
that the German students had organ- 
izedan attackupon the Czech National 
Theatre. Ata late hour threatening 
crowds made repeated rushes and at- 
tempts to storm the German newspaper 
offices, but by 11 o'clock the town was 
quieter, and the troops had been with- 
drawn, except patrols at threatened 
points. In Smichow, the southwest 
suburb of Prague, a thickly populated 
industrial quarter, at a late hour in the 
evening a riotous mob attacked and 
plundered theGerman National School. 
The rioters fired shots at the police 
detachments which arrived on the scene 
to disperse them, whereupon the com- 
manding officer, acting with great 
promptitude, drew his revolyer and fir- 
ed at one of the ringleaders, the bullet 
piercing his arm, He then arrested the 
man, and the result of this energetic 
action was the dispersal of the mob 
without much further difficulty.

A FAMILY MURDER. 


A Man Charged With Killing Us Father-in- 
Law — Also Wounded Mis Wife, 

A despatch from Potsdam, 
says:i—The preliminary examination of 
Howard W. Burt, who is charged with 
killing his father-in-law and attempt~- 
ing to kill his wife of Hannawa Falls,

interesting that has ever happened in 
Northern New York, both on account 
of the method taken and the high 
standing of the defendant Burt, who 
is related by marriage to General E. 
A. Merritt and other prominent per- 
sons in the country. i 

On the night of November 10th, Asa 
Briggs, eighty-three years old, sat in 
his sitting-room in an invyalid’s chair 


as he was suffering from a stroke of 


paralysis of three’ weeks’ duration. 
Around him were gathered his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Burt, the wife of Howard, 
Mrs. Burt’s fourteen-year-old son 


Harry, and a hired girl. Mr. Burt, 


who ran the farm, and with whom 
the old man made his home, had been 
away on business two days. At seven 
o'clock a rap was heard on the door, 
which was locked. The boy opened it, 
and wes confronted by a man whose 
face from the eyes down, was covered 


with a handkerchief. He held a revol- 
verin position to shoot. The boy cried 
“Robbers!” and fled tothe  sitting- 


room, where he and the girl escaped 


from aback door. The man with 


the mask had followed them into the 
room, and met Mrs. Burt almost at 
the door. He fired, the ball passing 


through her arm. Again he raised 


the weapon and held it at her face, 
but for some reason 


HESITATED TO PIRE. 


The startled woman waited, expecting 
the bullet, and when it did not come 
she knovked his arm up. He then 
struck her, knocking her to the floor 
behind him. By this time the old man 
had risen to his feet and started for) 


the intruder, but fell and as he fell 
he grasped the man by the legs. 


he loosened his hold and rolled over. 
No sooner free than the masked fiend 
started for the front door. Mrs. Burt 
had risen from the floor, and was flee- 
ing down the road to a neighbour's. 
Standing on the steps the man fired 
at her once and then fled.

OVER THE CROW’S NEST.

The 
streams which flow through the re- 
gion traversed by the first 50 miles 
of the new road make it one of the 
finest countries for raising cattle that 
can be found in any part of Canada, 
and if he saw one hundred there must 
have been at least 60,000 head along 
the route. 

QUALITY OF THE WORK. 

Asked about the quality of the work 
being done, Mr. Isbester replied that 
roadbed, bridges and other structures 
tll along the line under construction 
were of a very superior kind, and from 
what he could see of the preparatory 
work on the eastern portion of the road 
the same solidity would be carried into 
the building of the mountain sections. 
This week would no doubt see the rails 
laid on sixty miles and track laying 
would be complete to Summit Lake, 
about 100 miles from Lethbridge by the 
end of December.

THE BRITISH POST OFFICE. 
Biome Statistles Contained in the Annual 
Meport of the Postmaster-Goneral, 

The statistics contained in the an- 
nual report of the British Postmaster- 
General are in many instances, like the 
distances of the stars, beyond the 
reach of the imagination. It may, as 
a matter of arithmetic, be calculated 
that the total number of postal pack- 
ets delivered in the United Kingdom 
during the year which ended March 
$1 was 8,141,715,000; but the mind of 
man can only reel before so stupen- 
dous a total. It is more easy to ap 
prehend that, if these missives were 
divided equally among the population 
each would have received eighty let- 
ters, post-cards, newspapers and par- 
cels in the course of the twelve months.

‘The rate of 
increase in letters has Leen apparently 
checked permanently, ani the falling 
off has been made up in post-cards. 
“IT assume, therefore,” reasons the 
Duke of Norfolk, ‘‘ that post-cards are 
to a certain extent, superseding let- 
ters.” In @ time like ours, when speed 
is of the greatest consequence, this al- 
teration is not to be wondered at. If 
telegrams were cheapened, they would 
Supersede post-cards. It is worthy of 
note that the increasing popularity of 
the post-card is due to the concession 
of the privilege of using private cards, 
T his innovation was sturdily opposed 
by the postal authorities. Countless 
difficulties were discovered to lie in 
the way. The public did not want pri- 
vate cards ;, or, if they did, they would 
disorganize the service by using them 
too plentifully. Not one of these predic- 
tions has been fulfilled. Nearly a half 
of the cards passing through the post 
are not of theofficial type; yet no 
trouble has been experienced in deal- 
ing with them. Another department 
of the post-office about which much 
croaking has been heard is the savings 
bank. Its deposits have undoubtedly

During 
winter, the farm machinery should be 
repaired and repainted when neces- 
sary. Itis surprising what an amount 
of repairing a man who is’ handy with 
tools can do, and what a saving it ef- 
fects ina year. A small stock of tools, 
including those necessary for black- 
smithing, can be bought for $15 to $20 
and their use will save their cost every 
year. If wagons and other implements 
are kept in good repair always and are 
well painted, they will last one-half 
longer. All this can be done at home 


. Also to layin a good supply 
of fuel, for the majority of farmers 
still use wood, ready for the stove. 
When prepared about a year ahead, and 
/thoroughly dry, about one-third less 
are always mild days when this work 
can be done. Later in the winter ma- 
nure can be drawn to the field and 
spread ready for plowing under assoon 
as the ground is in proper condition 
in spring.

BRITISH LABOR STRUGGLES. 
The Iden ofa Railway Strike Abandoned— 

No Reduction tn the Cotton Operatives’ 

Wages. 

A despatch from London says:—As a 
result of the refusal of the Rt. Hon. 
Charles T. Ritchie, President of the 
Board of Trade, to accede to the re- 
quest of the railway employees that he 
should interfere in the name of the 
board in the present labor dispute, 
with a view to arranging a conference 
between the Amalgamated Society of 
Railwaymen and railway companies, as 
a whole in order to avert a strike, the 
idea of a general railway strike has 
been abandoned. Mr. Ritchie, in his 
reply, refusing to intervene, had re- 
minded the men, in substance, that 
they were a specially privileged body, 
having special responsi ties and that 
their attitude was unjustifiable. 

The employers in the cotton trade 
have alandoned their demand for a 5 
per cent. reduction in wages, many 
firms being disinclined to enforce it, 
The operatives are thus victorious in 
the struggle. The decision of the em- 
ployers was largely influenced by the 


result of a ballot of the  associa- 
tion of cotton operatives taken 
during the last few days, which 


was almost unanimous against accept- 
ing the reduction proposed-by the em- 
ployers. The Pall Mall Gazette of 
London, commenting about six weeks 
ago upon tha then threatened strike of 
the cotto. operatives throughout the 
north of England, said it would affect 
200,000 persons, entail the loss of £70,- 
000,000 ond mean the ruin of the cot- 
ton industry. Continuing, the Gazette 
then ‘remarked:;—‘ The worst of it is 
that Lancashire is cutting its own 
throat and supplying textile machinery 
to its rivals. The cotton goods trade 
is already shut off in the United 
States, by prohibitive tariffs, and Lan- 
cashire is supplying Canada with ma- 
chinery almost sufficient to supply 
her own requirements, while India and 
China are fast beating it out of the 
neutral markets.”

THE CITY OF THE SULTAN 

has been the scene of a number of ex- 
ceedingly disastrous conflagrations. 
The construction of the Constantin- 
ople houses closely resembles both that 
of Moscow and London before the great 
fire. The streets are very narrow, 
and in the Turkish, Armenian and 
Greek quarters the houses are of wood 
of very flimsy construction, the up- 
per stories projecting sometimes al- 
most touching across the street. In 
1831 a great fire broke out which de- 
vastated almost the entire hill on 
which the city is builded; 18,000 houses 
were destroyed with great loss of life. 
Constantinople had many destructive 
fires before and has had many since, 
but this was the worst. There is no 
fire department in Turkey worthy the 
name, the engines being worked by 
hand and the largest hose not surpas- 
sing in size the garden hose used for 
sprinkling lawns in this country. A 
remarkable custom prevails, or rather 
prevailed up to 1855, in the Yildiz 
Kiosk. When a fire of any impor- 
tance broke out in the capital, one of 
the officers of the Sultan’s guards, 
with a yellow cleak wrapped closely 
round his form opened without cere- 
mony the door of the Sultan’s bed 
chamber knocked on the floor with his 
saber until the monarch was aroused, 
and stood there like a yellow statue 
until the Sultan rose, dressed, mount- 
ed his horse and, attended by his 
guards, went to the fire. Since the 
Crimean war, this, for some reason, 
has been discontinued, and the Sul- 
tan norlonger attends Constantinople 
fires in person, being now represent- 
ed by the Grand Vizier or some other 
official, 

Great conflagrations are common in 
the crowded cities of Japan, and Yed- 
do, Pekin and Canton have often suf- 
fered from the fire fiend. In one fire 
only a few years ago, at Yeddo, 150,- 
000 people were rendered homeless, but 
a fire in a Chinese or Japanese city 
does not represent so much destruction 
as would be caused by the burning 
of even a warehouse in an American 
or European city, for the buildings 
are mostly of light wood, cost only a 
few dollars and are easily replaced. 
Cairo, the ancient capital of Egypt, 
was, in 1824, almost blotted out by a 
conflagration that destroyed the Arab 
portion of the city. Several great

PRUNING WOUNDS. 
A bulletin recently issued gives some 
results in the treatment of pruning 
wounds on trees. It says Having done 
the pruning, and made the wounds, 
how shall we treat them? Shall they 
be covered with an application of any 
sore? This is almost universally 
recommended, especially 
wounds are large.

In order to test this 
different methods of 
treatment were carried through, all 
being used at each of the times when 
the pruning was done. The applications 
used were liquid grafting wax, shellac 
Varnish, white lead paint, pine tar and 
coal tar, the other wounds being left 
with no application whatever. The com- 
parisop of the different applications is 
much more reliable than that between 
different times of pruning, for each tree 
received the same number of applica- 
tions of each kind, so that the tree 
which was weak and feeble, where 
wounds would not readily heal, would 
leave the same impression upon thete- 
sults in onecase asin another. ‘Yo in- 
corporate all the observations made up- 
on this point would be as uninteresting 
as useless. Wax isthe only application 
Ww hich &ppears to possess any advantage 
in aiding the wound to heal, though 
most of the others did not hinder the 
process. A greater proportion of the 
wounds treated with wax are reported 
as healing extremely well than of any 
others, while but few ave reported as 
healing slightly, the majority healing 
either well, very well, or extremely 
well. Those treated with shellac did 
not seem to have healed quite as well 
as those left untreated. Paint does not 
hinder the provess of healing, and there 
is little evidence that it favors it, the 
slight variation being no more than 
would naturally occur between two 
Sets_of wounds treated in the same 
way. Those treated with pine tar seem 
not to have healed quite so well as 
those untreated, although the differ- 
ence was not great. Coal tar, how- 
éver, seems to have been a positive hin- 
drance to the healing process, not one 
wound having been reported as heal- 
ing extremely well, while the majority 
are reported as healing only fairly 
well. When we come to tne matter of 
checking, conditions are different. Al- 
though untreated wounds heal as well 
as any, except those covered with wax, 
we find that they check worst of all. 
Only two wounds of those left without 
an application of any kind, in our ex- 
periments are reported as not check- 
ed, while most are reported as checked 
and many as badly checked. In this mat- 
ter the paint stands pre-eminently at 
the head. By far the greater part of 
the wounds treated with paint are 
reported as not checked, nearly all the 
rest as slightly checked, only three as 
checked and one as badly checked. Wax 
and coal tar are about on a parity in 
this matter, both heing decidedly ben- 
eficial though neither is equal to paint. 
Shellac and pine tar also rank about 
|} even-the pine tar having a little the ad- 
vantage. Both succeed in preventing 
checking in a measure, butnot toany 
great extent.

healing is coacerned, and may indeed 
even hinder it, as in the case of coal 
tar, it is of decided value in prevent- 
ing wounds from checking. This is 
doubtless as important as the matter 
of healing, for the checks readily serve 
as starting places for decay, which 
may in time destroy the life of the 
tree. : 
It was noticed in the pruning done 
in January and February, when the 
weather was cold, that these wounds 
which were not treated with any ap- 
plication very soon began to check, 
while all the applications prevented 
| this for a time. The shellac soon be- 
gan to crack and drop off and the wood 
would then check in the spots thus 
exposed. The wax showed some ten- 
dency to do likewise, though not so 
much, The bark was commonly found 
to have died back for one-fourth of an 
inch or more, except where wax OF 
shellac had been used. In these cases 
it seemed to be healthy and sound en- 
tirely to the edge. As to durability, 
there is still a different ranking of

Fences must be fixed up aslong as 
wood decays or wire and boards break, 
and we would suggest a few princi 
ples which we find practicable in do 
ing the work: First, begin the work 
when building in the first place. Wire 
is supplanting all other kinds of fenc- 
ing for field divisions. When proper- 
ly built, a wire fence will last a long 

Aue and the repairing will be confin- 
ed to renewing an occasional post or 
mending a broken wire. But where 
Poorly built there Is a ceaseless de- 
meus in restretching the wires and 
bracing the posts anew. Needed re« 
pairs should be attended to promptly. 
A broken post, is no support, but by. 
Swaying in the wind, loosens the wires 
and sags the fence on either side, and, 
again .a broken spot is always a temp- 
tation to stock. They are always sure 
to find the weak places, and the hole 
is cortain to be fates before they 
leave it. This is especially true of 
yard fences where we use boardsand 
nails. Then we would say, let prompt- 
ness in repairing any weakness or 
break be the second principle ‘upon 
which we work. ‘Third, be thorough. 
An old fence is a hard customer to 
deal with. As arule it is best to

needs more than a mere strengthening, 
in some wéak part. When a fence 
gets in a dilapidated condition it is 
economy to tear it out at once and 
rebuild. Most of the old material 
can be used again and the fence in- 
stead of being patched for a year or 
six months will need no attention for 
Several years and will also present @ 
better appearance. We once knew @ 
man who was always fixing his old 
fences and never rebuilding. Almost 
every post had a prop against it and 
the neighbors said that avbenever the 
wind changed Mr. Blank was oud 
changing the props along bis fences. 
We must all have some old fences. and 
of necessity must do more or less 
patching at times; but it has been our 
experience that the most satisfactory. 
way is to make a business of pulling 
off the wires and straightening up the 
posts, renewing any that may be bro- 
ken off.

| fences the sound posts can be settled 
to their places, new ones put in, and 
then the boards renailed, A poor fence 
is always a dangerous fence. A BERG

We know of no better and cheap- 
er way to reinforce an old fence. Ba 
careful. however, if horses have access 
to it tbat it is not left too long. If 
it is partially fallen down they will 
attempt to cross it and the chances 
are they will be injured.

THE PRETTY SERGEANT. 

The story of Virginia Ghesquiere, the 
French heroine, who was decorated with 
the order of the Legion of Honor for 
distinguished bravery during one of the 
campaigns of the French army in Spain, 
is graphically told by Emile Cere in 
his history of ‘Madame Sans-Gene et 
Les Wemmes Soldats."’ 

In the conscription of 1806 a young 
man by the name of Ghesquiere was 
enuisted among the forced recruits of 
the department of the Haut-lthin. he 
beardiess conscript was frail and deli- 
cate, ulteny unable to bear the fatigues 
and hardships of war. Rea-izing the 
physical incapacity of her twin brother, 
whom she yery closely resembled, the 
brave and-umse.fish sister, Virginia, de-~ 
cided to take his pace in the ranks. 

With the cow of a high and no- 
ble motive, rginia Ghesquiere beg- 
ged her parents to aillow her to do for 
l’'rance what her brother's ull health 
rendered it impossible for him to do, 
and so earnest did the young patriot 
plead that she won their consent. 

Donning her brother's appure', the 
intrepid girl presented herself at the 
department on Uhe following day, and 
was assigned to the Twenty-ssyenth Re- 
giment by the unsuspecting officer 
whose duty it was to enroll the re- 
cruits, 

For six years the brave young wo- 
man preserved her disguise, and dur- 
ing this period was several) times re- 
warded for gallant conduct. . At Wa- 
gram the ''pretty sergeant,” as the 
modest, efféminate-looking young sol- 
dier was generaiily called, had the hon- 
or of saving Uhe iife of the colonel of 
the regiment, who had fallen into the 
Danube, and would have perished but 
for her efforts. 

On the second of May, 1808, after the 
Batt.e of Lisbon, the “pretty sergeant” 
performed a deed of yalor that won for 
her Uhe decoration of the Legion of 
Honor, 

The girl soldier, who was now ser- 
geant of a company of rifiemen, per- 
ceived pt ashort distance from the 
fied of battle the figuire of the colonel 
of the regiment lying umder the body 
of his dead horse. ‘Durning to two 
comrades, she said, ‘Nhe body of a coi 
one! is a flag thuwt belongs to the regi- 
ment, and the Twenty-seventh willl re- 
take it.” 

As she spoke she advanced toward 
the prostrate officer, fo\lowed by two 
soldiers. Her comrades, both weak 
from ‘oss of blood, were unable to reach 
the goal, so that the burden of the af- 
fair’fel w her slender shoulders. 
_ On reaching the spot, she found it 
impossibie to lift the heavy body of 
the fallen officer, tug and struggle as 
she might! She was now, moreover, 
beset by two straggiing English sol- 
diers. Seized by a sort of frenzy ab 
this interruption of a merciful deed, 
the liitle sergeant fired at one of her 
assailants, wounded him in the shoul- 
der, and then disabied the other by 
vigorous biows from her gun-stock. 
Both Britons surrendered, and as« 
sisted her in placing the officer, who 
still breathed, upon a horse which had 
strayed near, Compelling the Eng- 
lishmen to follow, the - “pretty ser- 
geant’ made a triumphal entry into 
camp, and (was soon after made a 
Chayaiier of the Legion, 

One of the most singular ciroum- 


stonces of this curious history is that!

It 
is a simple question of mathematics 
as to whether it is cheaper to burn 
up $19,000,000 every decade in one col- 
ossal burst of uncontrolled flame, or 
to increase the yearly output and keep 
a “standing force’ equal to the 
crucial test, when that test comes, 

The Londoners boast that thoy have 
"so few fires.” Tast year there were 
4,845 calls or fire alarms, out of these 
925 wore false, but had to be answered 
all tho same. Of tho 9,920 fires that 
got a start, only 142 proved of really 
serious proportions and gave battle to 
the force; the rest were trifles, most 
of them morely chimney fires; which 
speaks rather batdy for the London 
flue by the way. 

The Metropolitan fire brigade was 
established thirty years ago, after the 
great fire of 1866, at which time St. 
Catharine's docks were destroyed. The 
world-famous Capt. Shaw soon took 


services London was content. Noever- 
theless, in 1887, fifteen millions of dol- 
lars went up in smoke in one grand 
bon-fire, and almost immediately the 
management of the fire brigade was 
changed and given into the hands of 
the county council, which still controls 
it. So much to past history. 
THE PRESENT CHIBEF 

of the force, L. De L. Wells, R. N., has 
under him only 820 men and an area 
of 118 square miles to guard and pro- 
tect; that means that he has the whole 
of London, broadly speaking, the city 
and the county, too. In the thirty 
years of the life of the brigade it has 
quadrupled its power and possessions 
but the frequency of fire has almost 
quadrupled too, and the brigade is not 
strong enough. 


Ia London there are to-day but 57 
land stations with 17 sub-street sta- 


40,009 miles of streets to be covered. 
Last year thé engines traveled over 
73.47 mies in answering their “few 
calls" to fire, and they used. 103,000 
tons of water in putting out chim- 
ney fires and the ‘142 that were ser- 
ious.” 

The truth of the matter is that 
though London is — water-lozged—for 
it rains there three-sevenths of the 
time—tjhough the very air is 8&2 per 
cenli water soaked, fire is growing to 
be daily a more imminent danger. The 
firemen have to work under the most 
unfavorable conditions, against ma- 
terial that once ignited would be in

No description of a fire department 
conld be complete without, a word 
about the horses. The London fire 
brigade bas some of the most superb 
and well drilled animals in the world, 
The horses are trained as are ours. 
They know the alarms and go to thoir 
places as promptly as do the mon, 
Stubborn or stupid action on the part 
of a fire horse might at any time mean 
thousands of dollars of extra loss, The 
horse, is, of course, utterly ignorant of 
this, nor has he any interest in the 
result as have his masters, yet who 
ever heard of tho fire horse that was 
tardy, that was not willing to use his 
last breath to get there, who was not 
in place to have his collar snapped on, 
and at the sound ready to dart out 
avith his heavy clattering load? More 
honor is dye the fire horse than he 
gets from the public but he is appre- 
ciated by his co-workers, the men, and 
in London, as here, each station has 
its idol, and the strife for first place 
for their horses among the men is 
strong. : 
As compared with our home equip- 
ments 


THE GENERAL VERDICT 
in regard to the English fire equip- 
ment, is that it is unnecessarily heavy 


cumberstone, bulky—that there are} 
pounds upon pounds of superfluous 
Weight dragged® about, which make 


the placing and shifting of the engines 
in the narrow streets almost impos- 
silba.and always a matter of time and 
delay. If a step is to be made at the 
back of a truck it is ten times heavier 
than it need be. It is solid, Englishly 
solid. It won't break at an inoppor- 
tune moment, but it and all the fixings 
of which it stands type make the truck 
just so much more defeat its own end. 
The yearly cost of running thfs me- 
tropolitan fire brigade is $775,000, an 
enormous outlay yet small as com- 
pared with the risk in the great city. 
Thousands of quarters are-in so dan- 
Gerous a condition, despite the effi- 
cient fire force of fog and rain, which 
the brigade supplements, that the in- 
Surance companies will not touch them 
at all. The government pays $30,000 
of this total for the protection of pub- 
lic buildings and $9),009 is paid cheer- 
fully by the insurance companies; the 
rest, or $655,000 is met by the tax-pay- 
ers. 

But it is to be supposed now that 
an increased expenditure will be con- 
sidered an economy. In less than 
twenty-four hours over ten times the 
sum total of the yearly cost of the 
department was eaten up, not because 
what there was of a defense was not 
good, but because there is only about | 
half enough of it. . 
Taken as a whole the fire brigade of 
London is a superb body of efficient 
men well equippsd. No blame should 
Ke puf upon them, as a mass. ‘Their 
discipline is good, they are splendid 
Specimens of Bnglish manhood, but 
they aro too few, and unless some steps 
be taken, an enemy from within may 
wipe out London which all England’s 


droughts, just so much tinder, It is 
pleaded that the London firemen can- 
not be expert as they haye no great 
opportunity for practice. Well, that 
opportunity, will come, is come, in fact, 
and in time old, narrow, crooked, his- 
torical London will all be burned down 
and rebuilt, which will lessen the fire 
problems of the future.

COMMERCIAL PEACH ORCHARDS, 

Por a commercial orchard, 
trees should always in 
the fall, Select some dry location and 
heel in deeply, having all tho | 
roots in contact with the soil, As cold 
weather approaches, cover the entire 
top with soil or other material to the} 
point where it is to be cut off at) 
planting time. This protects the trees 
from excessive evaporation, as well as 
from severe freezing. By having them} 
at hand in the spring, planting can | 
often be done long before ‘the nurs- 
eryman deliver his trees. Clay 
lands should be plowed in the fall, as 
the mellowing by frost will permit of 
better as well os earlier planting. On 
our level lands we plow so as to plant | 
the trees on the ridge in the center of 
& narrow land, ‘This assists in drain- | 
age and makes a deeper, mellow soil 
for the tree roots. The trees were 
planted one rod apart in all the older | 
orchards. Now the tendency is toward 
a greater distance. 
The selection of varieties is a very 
important matter. Some of the fin-| 
est peaches do not bear enough to be | 
profitable, Tho fruit of some of the 
best varieties is too tender for ship- 
ment. Others ripen at the time when 
larger and better yarieties are in the 
market, The list of profitable market 
sorts is small, The phenomenal success | 
of the Elberta has created a large de- 
mand for trees of that variety. Sa 
far it is the best all around peach 
grown. A list suitable for one local- 
ity might not be the one which should 
be selected for another. Varieties do| 
not behave alike in all localities. Mar- 
kets are not alike in their demands. 
And no list can be given which is ad- 
apted to all localities, A good rule is 
to plant the varieties your nearest suc- 
cessful neighbour has found profitable, 
Pruning should begin before the tree 
is planted and continue during its pro- 
ductive years, but it is most important 
that it be well done for the first three 
or four years. The roots may be prun- 
and most of the laterals may safely be 
ed before planting, Much’of the taproot 
cut away. If all root pruning is done 
in the fall, befove heeling in the trees, 
the wounded surfaces will granulate 
during the winter, and root growth 
begin much earlier in the spring. At 
planting time the top should be pruned 
to a straight whip not more than 24 
or 30 inches high. The pruning the 
first year should consist in shortening 
the leading branches of the last year's 
growth, leaving them distributed along 
the stem left at planting time. Avoid 
having the branches radiate from a 
common center, If properly distribut- 
ed along the trunk, a branch broken 
by wind or an overload of fruit works 
no permanent injury to the tree. Prun- 
ing after the first year should consist 
in shortening the main branches so-as 
to form a short jointed, compact head. 
Continue this shortening process each 
year, doing the work when the wood 
is dormant, If vigorous growth is al- 
lowed each year without shortening, 
in a few years the weight of the fruit 
is borne at the end of long branches, 
which are sure to break with the first 
load of fruit, when it ought to be in 
its prime. An old bearing orchard, 
which has not been properly trained, 
should be headed back severely. Should

In cultivating peach orchards, it is 
the common practice to plow away from 
the trees in the spring, then harrow 
the ground, and by the middle of June 
plow again, this time throwing the 
earth toward the trees, leveling the 
ground ond doing all after-cultivation 
with the harrow. Some successful peach 
growers do not plow at all, but loosen 
the ground in the spring with the disc 
or cut-away harrow, doing all after- 
cultivation with the same tool or a 
common harrow, aiming at all times 
to have a mulch of mellow earth up- 
on the surface, As soon after every 
rain as the grounid, is dry enough to 
work, the harrow is started to break 
the crust and renew the mulch at once, 
Continue cultivation until the fruit is 
about *o ripen. If kept growing all 
Summer the wood will ripen and fruit

To pre- 
vent checking is quite as important 
as healing, as the checks serve as start- 
ing plac for decay, which may, in 
time, destroy the life of the tree.” 
In the pruning done the first of the 
year, when the weather was cold, the 
wounds not tr ed with an applica- 
tion very soon began to check, While | 
the applications prevented this for a 
time the shellac soon began to crack 
and drop off, when the exposed wood 
would then ¢rack. The wax showed a} 
tendency to “do so, but not so badly. 
Coal tar stayed on better than the 
others, paint coming next. If the 
wound heals well it does not matter 
whether the application drops off or 
not, but it was found that where the 
cover does not stay the wound is likely 
fo crack open, 
Taking everything into considera- 
tion, Dr. Carr says nothing seems bet- 
fer for covering pruning wounds than 
common paint, grafting wax ranking 
next.

In 
turkey ruising, us in producing any 
other crop, it pays best to raise the 
best, 

About three-fourths of those who 
take up artificial duck raising make a 
failure of it because they are not suit- 
ed to the business. It requires intense 
application and constant supervision. 
All hands. must be up early and work 
early and late. Most people are unwill- 
ing to put in’ the 16 to 17 hours re- 
quired during the long summer days. 

A back lot in a thickly settled place 
is not suited to extensive duck raising. 
One should be located in the country, 
away from near neighbors and where 
cats are not so plenty. Ponds are not 
necessary to success, although the 
plumage of breeding birds that have ac- 
cess to them looks cleaner and in bet- 
ter condition. Young ducks grown for 
market do hest if they have only wa- 
ter to drink. 


NEW WAY OF SUPPLYING FRESH 
EGGS. 

A large number of farmers near the 
cities retail their own eggs, chickens, 
etc., and have a good trade with the 
well-to-do families, but from now on 
they will be absolutely unable to sup- 
ply all the eggs wanted. As it now 
is, farmers in remote districts take 
their eggs to the nearest store once a 
week or once in two weeks. The store 
keeper holds them usually a week or 


longer, the next man a few days long- 
er and so on until these eggs are no 
longer strictly fresh when they reach 
the consumer. 

Now, if a reliable man would gath- 
er eggs once a week from those whom 
he knows can be depended upon to give 
him only eggs which haye been gath- 
ered every day and then express them 
to the farmer with the retail city trade 
so he in turn could deliver the eggs 
before they were 10 days old, a good 
business, in a small way, could be work- 
ed up for the dull months. 

The points to be emphasized are: The 
ezg@s*musl be gathered only from re- 
liable prodycers, and once a week, They 
must be expressed to retailer same day 
as received, All husiness must be done 
upon honor, as any dishonest methods 
would ruin the trade at once. As re- 
gards profits, a dollar a case should 
be readily received and two or more 
cases ought to be easily collected in 
a day,

THE QUESTION OF LIGHT. 

This may be said to explain away, 
rin a measure, the point urged by some 
critics:—‘How could there be light up- 
on the earth before the sun shone up- 
on it, which was not until the fourth 
day, according to the Bible?”

How can it be called a day? The day 
could not have signified the time be- 
tween sunrise and sunset, for there 
Was no sun—no earth in our sense.

A NEW THERMOMETER. 


Tt Will Atd to Keep Rooms at an Even 
Temperature, 

A thermometer is being manufactur- 
ed in Vienna by the aid of which it 
will be possible to keep rooms at an 
even temperature atadistance. The ap- 
parata which have until now served a 
similar purpose have been restricted 
intheir action, being applicable to tem- 
peratures ranging only between two 
fixed limits. The new instrument will 
register any degree of heat or cold. 
it is made of glass and consists of a 
glass tube,.the upper extremity of 
which fits into a long glass bulb. 
this tube are annexed three capillaries 
which are fixed on to platinum contacts 
for connection with the electric cur- 
rent. The apparatus is about three- 
fourths filled with fluid suitable for 
thermometric purposes, but a bad con- 
ductor of electricity. The changes in 
temperature cause the movement up or 
down of quicksilver and the thermome- 
tric fluid, and the consequent dis- 
placement of the platinum contacts, and 
an automatic interruption of current. 
It is possible through a combination of 
these instruments, each fixed for a de- 
gree of temperature following the other 
to indicate the various degrees of tem- 
perature in an apartment within a 
given time, but the same result is ob- 
tained by using only one apparatus 
with several contacts.

The custom of giving Christmas gifts 
is too universal to be challenged, and 
must be honored if one has but a dol- 
lar to spend, says a writer. 

For a week past I have been going 
about the house ransacking closets, 
drawers and bags for superfluous art- 
icles that I could make use of as gifts, 
putting the little treasures into a 
large pasteboard box and, labelling it, 
“Christmas Box.”

of the North-West. Gold is there— 
specimens of gold-bearing quartz have 
been brought into the Hudson’s Bay 
stations—pyrites containing gold has 
been found by the Geological Survey 
party and alluvial gold has been found, 
according to Mr. William Ogilvie in the 
valleys. Gypsum, iron, copper, silver 
and lead are abundantly indicated in 
many places. 

Such are some of the points brought 
out by Dr. Robert Bell, in a lecture 
recently delivered in Montreal that 
was interesting from start to finish. 
His summing up of the geological fea- 
tures of the country showed an intim- 
ate knowledge of such topics, and a 
close acquaintance with the vast dis- 
tricts described. His word pictures of 
the scenery were graphic, and his 
stories of the doings and habits of the 
never-washed natives, who live in skin 
tents, burrows and snow houses, were 
life-like and amusing. Mr. Bell is an 
enthusiast with regard to this north- 
ern country, which has so few friends. 
He flouts the gruesome story of the 
end of the adventurous Hudson, after 
whom the vast inland sea is named. 
History hath it that Hudson and a few 
of his men were abandoned in an open 
boat by a mutinous crew after a wint- 
er of privation in the southern portion 
of James Bay, leading to the inference 
that they drowned miserably. Dr. 
Bell caused some laughter by stating 
it to be his belief that the famous ex- 
plorer rowed ashore, and with hiscom- 
panions lived out the allotted span of 
human life in that pleasant climate, 
and was probably as happy as though 
living in England. 

RICH AND VARIED 

are the minerals of the country, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bell who has probably 
surveyed it more extensively than any 
explorer living. It has been known for 
years that ores rich in manganese and 
iron were to be found on the west coast 
of the bay. z E 

Brown hematite (iron ore) has been 
found in the James Bay district, mag- 
netic iron ore in the interior, and cop- 
per ore is found upon both shores and 
im some of the islands. Along the 
straits white mica, now becoming val- 
uable as an adjunct to electrical appli- 
ances, is so easily obtained that the na- 
tives bring large sheets of it to the 
ships. ‘There are also seams of lignite, 
and indications of petroleum. Dr. Bell 
also described the valuable fisheries and 
the splendid forests of spruce, birch, 
tamarac, black ash and balsam, which 
are found more particularly on the riv- 
er valleys in the neighborhood of James 
Pvare the country within the Arctic 
Circle the quality of the soil would be 
of no consequence.

The Public Library By-Law. 


“A Citizen” writes as follows to the 
editor of Tuk Review. It is a fair 
‘ind candid explanation of the pro- 
yisions of the Public Library” by- 
law which the electors of Madoc 
Village will be called upon to vote 
for or against on the 3rd of January 
next, and we therefore gladly give 
the letter space in our columns this 
week :-— 

As the time is drawing near when 
the yote on the By-law for the es- 
tablishment of a Public Library in 
this village will be taken, it be- 
hooves all tax-payers to consider not 
only the benefits to be derived from 
‘stich an institution but also the ex- 
pense attached thereto. 

If the By-law as published re- 
ceives the approval of the citizens, 
the Council for 1898 will proceed to 
giye it a third Reading after which 
it will be a fully constituted By-law. 
Proyision is made by the Public Lib- 
rary Act of 1895 for the appointment 
of a Board of Management to con- 
sist of (a) the Reeve of the village, 
(b) three members appointed by the 
Village Council, (c) three members 
appointed by the Public School 
Board. In tliis Board all necessary 
_ powers of management, regulation 
and contro! of the library is vested. 
As soon as practicable after its or- 
ganization this Board will make an 
estimate of the amount that will be 
required by it for securing rooms, 
furnishing and equipping the same, 
and for the purchase of books in the 
first instance, As this will without 
a doubt exceed half a mill on the 
dollar the Council will then on the 
requisition of the Board submit to 
the electors a new By-law for the 
issuing of debentures to raise the 
necessary funds. 

The writersuggests that the small- 
est sum necessary to establish the 
library on a firm basis would be 
3500. Out of this would be paid 
about $100 for rent during the first 
year, and $50 for caretaking, leay- 
ing a balance of $350 for the pur- 
chase of books and magazines, etc., 
which together with the Legislative] ario Bureau of 
Grant of $250 would purchase $600 
worth of books.

An Amoriean Iilen of the Grea 
Work Coc lex Is Dolng.

A Custom Smelter. 


To be Erected at Once to Test North 
Hastings Orc. 


Mr. W. A, Hungerford, to whom 
North Hastings owes a great deal for} 
the faith and activity he has always 


displayed in regard to the mineral re- 
sources, was in Madoc last week and 
stated to Tus Ravinw that ho had just 
returned from St. Louis, Mo., where he 
purchased a smelter for the treatment 
of the gold ores of North Hastings. 
While there he also took instructions in 
the art of smelting gold ore. Thesmel- 
ter is a five ton one and will be erected 
near Millbridge and will be in working 
order In about ten days. This is the 
first smelter eyer brought into the Hast- 
ings gold district and, as it is now con- 
ceded that this is the right treatment 
for North Hastings ores, it is to be 
hoped that Mr. Hungerford’s enterprise 
will meet with the success it deserves 
so well. Ore will be treated for custom- 
ers at $6 por ton, but large lots will be 
handled at special rates. Already Mr, 
Hungerford has been offered a large 
amount of work for his smelter and will 
in all probability have to keep it run- 
ning full blast when once it starts. The 
main work for which the smelter has 
been secured is to thoroughly test the 
various North Hastings properties in 
which Mr. Hungerford is interested,

Hastings Gold Fields. 

A correspondent of the Toronto Globe, 
writing from Bancroft, urges more at- 
tention to the minerals of this district:
